Founded as his ow firm about 1928 by Gevald Weics, chicf sharcholder of 
the Bleistasdter Tafelglasfabrik of Czechoslovakic » this factory has a 
wodern plant for the manufacture of al) kinds of wlass, including tebie, 
cast, safety, and plate glass. The plant has en annual capacity of 
approximately 4,000,000 square mete..s of window glese of various thick 
neases. in normal times the factory is able to supply Austrian needs ond 
hae a surplus for exportation, 


‘2. After the Anschluss, the plant was "Aryenized" and was ascimileted by the 
Ostdoutsche Glaswerke A.G. of DETAG (Deuteche Tafelglas A.G.). 


3. Prior to the German occupation of Austria, Weiss held most of the chares 
in the joint stock company which owned the plent, although it is eaid that 
ae few shares were held by an Austrian acned Szoellesi, who hce laft the 


country. 


After the end of the war in 1945, Josef Schranke, who hed been menager of 
the factory before 1938, was appointed by Augtrian authorities es public 
administrator. : 


4. Last year, the factory ws placed under Russian adwinistration and sehranke 
was dismissed because he did not wish to cooperate in Russian financial 
transactions. His place was taken by a certain Lorenz from the tenis 
industry, but Schramke's name still appears as public administrate: in the 
Handelsregister, Since Schramke ie forbidden to enter the factory and 
possesses no authority to act for it, a peculiar situation has aricen; 
the persons now running the plant, according te Austrian corercial law, 
are not entitled to act in the name of the company and engagetents under 
taken by them are not binding. Liquid assets of about 5.3 million 
schillings were withdrawn by the nanegement, end the axcellent sales orgen~ 
ization of the firm ws dissolved. USIA took over sales and now pays the 
factory 6.70 sch s for one square neter of ordinary uindow-glags, 
Which is sold for 14.60 schillings, so that USIA pockets 7.90 schilliugs. 
In 1945, one square meter cost first 32.60 schillings, then 4.10 schillinvs 
and finally a petition to fix the price at 7.36 Bchilliaves was submitted 
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to the Austrian Price Control Board: the latter price covld not be 
approved since the plant in the neantime had come under Ruseian admin- 
iptwation, Meanwhile, prices within the class indusixy vere reised 
first 20%, then 40%, so that the current selling price is about 12.20 
echillings. Consequently, the price of 6.70 schillings peid by USTA 


is far too low and is insufficient even to cover the expenses of he 


factory. 


The Soviet authorities grant loans to the fectery in exchange for 
promissory notes; these sums cover the losses and necessary expendi tures, 
It 4g clear thet the Soviet authorities are aiminz at complete financial 
control of this plant, because they reslize that they could never claim 
4¢ under the torns of the Potsdan agreement but believe they might keep 
44 4f the factory is indebted to then. This conclusion my, for exemnis, 
be drawm from the enornovs loss in production costs. Producing 300,000 
square meters a nonth, the factory stands to losa monthly an ecticsted 
one and one half million schillings per month; furthermore, since loans 
of nearly two million schillings were granted by the Russians for verious 
expenditures, economic absorption of the plent by the Russilane may ba 
predicted, In this connection, the above-mentioned Lliegal obligations,

The Wiener Glashuettenwerke A.G, bas branches in Vienna XXI, Seherctian _ 
Kohlgasse 604 and in Moosbrunn, iederoesterreie: (the latter cailed 
“sosbrunner Glasfabrik A.G.). These factories produced cores for 
ineandescant lemps, tubes and mounted tubes for the mamfaeture of 
‘dncandescent lamps, as well as flaske for thormos bottles (Glush- 
lampenkelben, Roehren und Gestellrohre fuer Gluchlanpenfabriletion. und. 
Kolben fuer Thermesflnschen). The plant wes fornerly owned by the 
Inwald fir-, Vionne VI, Mariahilferstrasse 103 and wos eoquired shortly 
before March 1938 by theypoth den 4 Creditenc'al# in the course of 
financial transactions.

struction, 


11. The Vienne plant currently preduess 6 to 10 million cores for incendeseant 
Jems a year; these ore Celivered to Osram, a bulb factory under the 
administration of USTA, 


12, The shares of the company arc divided ss follows: Franz Lutaky (30%), 
Engineer Gunka (30%) end Otto Lutaky (403). The factory 1s located in a 
wiilding owned by Anne Lutzky, the other of the Lutzky brothere. By 
order of the Soviet authorities in Floridedorf, the factory hed cone 
under Russian Isfluence in the same way as the Yiener Glashuettenworke 
A.G., ond in August 1946, a certain Winter wes installed ae public 
adtinistretor. Winter head osen an iron worker in the Vienna branch of 
the Inwald firm; after emigrating to Husele in the thirties, he received 
training ac co co-cealled Lewin scholar.
